RESCUED A MOTHER AND TWO

Brother of De Lacey and Warren M. 
Chandler of St. Louis Had a Ter- 
rible Experience in the 
Galveston Storm. 


| A telegram to the Post-Dispatch from 
|Galveston Monday morning says Frank P. 
| Chandler, a former resident of St. Louis, 
is one of the he of the storm, having 
| saved several lives by imperiling his own. 
' Frank P. Chandler has a number of rela- 
tives in St. Louis. His mother lives here, 
}and De Lacey Chandler, secretary of the 
, Mississippi Valley Trust Co., and Warren 
| M. Chandler, a teller at the Bank of Com- 
merce, are his brothers. 

“We have received a letter from my 
brother,’ Warren M. Chandler said Mon- 
day morning. “I was on a vacation in Vir- 
ginia when the Galveston storm occurred, 
and was sick with worry about my brother. 
We could hear nothing, and it was not for 
several days that I learned of his escape.” 

In his letter Mr. Chandler tells the story 
of the storm. He says he started for one 


of the public buildings in the city, and was 
caught out in the worst of the hurricane 
and flood. A boat came along, and, with 
several others, he got into it. The streets 
Were then deep in water and filled with 
debris and drowning people. As the boat 
progre ssed scores of people sought to get 
ir.to it, and the appeals of some were so 
piteous they could not be ignored. The re- 
sult of taking in too many people was that 
the boat sank, throwing all its occupants 
into the water, the most of them to arown. 

Among the passengers in the boat were 
Mrs. Paul Emmie and her three children. 
They pleaded piteously to be saved. and 
Chandier endeavored to succor them. He 
helped them to cling to the craft, and towed 
it along by swimming behind. The wind 
blew. the light boat in a maelstrom of 
water and whirling timber and under a hail 
of masonry from falling houses, but the 
brave fellow Struggled with might and 
main, slowly forging the boat through the 
storm and finally reaching a place where 
Mrs. Emmie and her children could wade. 
Just as they stepped out a great wave en- 
guifed them and when it had gone one of 
the children had gone away with it and 
could not be found. 

Chandler saw _ scores of people drown 
while he battled for the lives of his own 
little party. Two pretty children sank 
almost within reach of 
and women were drowning everywhere. 
Chandler escaped with slight bruises, but 
the horrors of it all have half paralyzed 
his faculties, and he does not expect to be 
a whole man again for weeks.

Another case is that ‘of a young woman 
who was caught in the rain and with two 
other women and about 50 men and boys 
found refuge in an office.

CAPTURED AFTER A _ CHASE. 


CRIME WAS COMMITTED AT MILIL- 
STADT, NEAR BELLEVILLE. 


Harry Meyers, Aged Criminal, and 
Eldred Cloud, a Young Accom- 
plice, Confesses Two Rob- 
beries, One in St. Louis. 


Harry Meyers, a white-haired burglar of 
national reputation, and Eldred Cloud, a 
boy 14 years of age, fresh from the robbery 
of the safe in the office of the highway 
commissioner at Millstadt, Ill., were cap- 
tured at the point of pistols just as they 

- drove in a buggy from the eastern ap- 
proach of the Eads Bridge on Washington 
avenue, in the dawn of Monday. 

An old traveling bag in the back of the 
buggy held a complete kit of burglars’ 
tools. In the pockets of the boy were 
legal papers from the highway commis- 
sioner’s office and the office of George O. 
Stuntz, recorder of deeds at Belleville, Ill. 

Meyers, who is known all over the coun- 
try as Muldoon, has been residing at 282! 
Wash street. Cloud, who its related to him 
by marriage, lives at 2829 Stoddard street, 
and claims to be an elevator boy in the 
Benolst Building. 

Both the man and the boyhave made con- 
fessions to Chief of Detectives Desmond. 
Cloud weakened first and told of the trip 
across the river for the purpose of robbing 
the safe. When confronted with this much 
of the boys confession Meyers admitted 
having led his yeunger companion into the 
crime. 

Meyers also told Chief Desmond that he 
was the man who with the boy was en- 
gaxed in an attempt to blow open the safe 
in the Neustadt Bicycle Co., 413 North Six- 
teenth street, last Saturday night when 
they were surprised at their work by Wil- 
liam O. McClain, manager of the concern. 
Meyers said that they were compelled to 
order McCiain to throw up his hands while 
they robbed him of his watch and money 
and forced him to poen his safe. It con- 
tained nothing of value. They made their 
escape. The robbery was suppressed by the 
police department.

giars, who were stopped on the Illinois 
side of the bridge by Officer Kratzemeyer 

of East St. Louis. After the robbery, which 
was done at 9 o'clock, in Milstadt, the 
authorities of uhat place sent out telephone 
and telegraph messages to surrounding 
points and to St. Louis. Kratzemeyer Was 
watching for the men when they drove to- 
ward the bridge. He commanded the 
strangely assorted couple to halt. The 
horse wa% whipped tInto‘a run.

Twenty years ago Meyers and a partner 
roasted the soles of old peonle’s feet in Ll- 
linois to force them to divulge the secret 
hiding lace of their wealth. Twice rince he 
served his sentence for this atrocity has 
Meyers been in the penitentiary.

AUTUMN CAME WITH THE SUN- 
DAY COOLNESS. 


PHENOMENAL MERCURY DROP. 


There Was No Frost at St. Louis, but 
St. Louisans Put on Heavier 
Clothing. 


St. Louls was just 18 degrees cooler when 
the city awoke Monday morning than it 
was this day a year ago, and humanity, 
like vegetation refreshed by a_ shower, 
shook off the wilt of the summer and came 
forth with its shoulders up and head back. 

This is an unusual September in which 
the frost has got on the pumpkin before 
the fodder is in the shock. There was no 
frost at St. Louis, but the temperature was 
down: to 48 at 6 o’clock and 50 at 7 o'clock 
Monday morning. It did not ascend beyond 
8 during the forenoon. This is very close to 


frost. 

The temperature at St. Luis tumbled 20 
degrees in the 36 hours between Saturday 
svening and Monday morning, and the coo!- 
ing wave was general throughout the up- 
per valley.

SOLDIERS GUARD THE CITY 


NEED NOT SHOW 
THE MISSOURIANS 


Col. Bryan’s Telling Remarks 


| at Monett, Mo. 


| 
GREETED BY LARGE CROWDS. 


SAYS HE CANNOT AGREE TO KILL 
HIMSELF SPEAKING. 


Analyzes and Criticizes the Prosperity 
Argument of Republicans That 
We Are Lending Money to 
Foreign Countries. 


CARTHAGE, Mo., Sept. 17.—Col. Bryan 
began his day’s work at Springfield, Mo., 
at 5 o'clock this morning, and he had made 
three speeches before breakfast. The second 


appearance of the day was at Aurora, and 
the third at Monett. [It was barely daylight 
when Springfield was reached, but, not- 
withstanding the early hour, there was a 
large crowd awaiting the arrival of the 
train and a band was heard In the distance 
as the presidential candidate emerged from 
his sleeper, buttoning his overcoat closely 
about him to Keep out the chilly morning 
air. 

A vast majority of those present were 
men, but there were not a few women and 
children in the throng, and they cheered 
quite as lustily as did the men when Mr. 
Bryan came into view. He did not speak 
to exceed five minutes at either Sorinetie.« 
or Aurora, but at Monett he left the car 
and addressed the crowd from the elevated 
| porch of a near-by hotel. His talks were 

all along general lines, referring to the 

trusts and to imperialism, and suggesting 
questions to be put to Republican op- 
ponents. 

At Monett he referred to the disposition 

' to get as many speeches as possible out of 
him, saying: 

‘“)} agreed to make two speeches a day, 
but I find it difficult to refuse the invita- 
tions that are cordially extended to me to 
kill myself. They seem to go on the theory 
that if ] do not die in their town they are 
not responsible. I am not going to break 
my rule to the extent of speaking for any 
length of time. I would speak longer were 
it absolutely reauired, but I understand I 
am still in Missouri and it is not necessary 
to speak very long in Missouri. People 
have said that Missouri had to be ‘shown.’ 
(l.aughter.) I think we can rest assured 
that in this state the people will vote the 
Democratic ticket until -the Republicans 

_ ‘show’ them some good reason why they 
| should not, and that will be a long while.’’ 

At this point Mr. Bryan also said: 

“The Republicans are now boasting that 
we have reached a point where we can loan 
money to people in other countries. I want 
to ask you whether you regard that as an 
evidence of prosperity. Why would any man 
send his money to Europe for investment if 
he could find a place in this country to in- 
| vest it? Money sent abroad for investment 
|must be sent for one of two reasons—either 
because the man who sends the money over 
there thinks more of the people over there 
than he does of the people here, and does 
it for love and devotion, or because it is a 
matter of business—that {Is because he can 
invest to better advantage in a European 
country than he can in this country.’’ 

Mr. Bryan was greeted by good crowds 
at Pierce City and Sarcoxie and he spoke 
briefly at each place. 

At Carthage Mr. Bryan was met by a 
large crowd and was introduced as the 
next President of the United States. He 
said that from the applause in answer to 
the sentiment he would judge that if his 
receptions could determine, the prophecy 
would be fulfilled. 

He said that if all states were as good 
as Missouri it would not be necessary for 
him to visit the people, but he could set 
on his front porch in Lincoln and meet the 
people there. 

A speech was also made at Joplin.

COAL STRIKE IS GENERAL.

reasonable in price. There is no dockage 
System, and no doctors’ fees are deducted 
from the miners’ pay. 

The only complaint the miners here had 
was the sliding scale, which has been de- 
clared off for the present, and all the men 
are paid on the $2.50 basis, which is just 
the reverse of what is done in the Scran- 
ton, Wilkesbarre and Hazleton districts. 
The influence of the pastors of the Catho- 
lic, Polish, Lithunian and Greek churches 
determined the men. 


10,000 OUT OF 16,000 IDLE. 


Result of the First Day in the Hazle- 
ton District. 

HAZELTON, Pa., Sept. 17.—The launching 
of the coal strike in this district was at- 
tended by varying success. With the excep- 
tion of Coxe’s colliery at Beaver Meadow, 
the entire territory known as the South 
Side, which includes about 12 mining towns, 
is completely tied up. This territory is 


strongly organized, which accounts for the 
general suspension of work. 

On the north side, which takes in ten 
towns, and which is not all organized, the 
conditons at am early hour were almost the 
reverse of those prevailing on the South 
Side. In that territory nearly every col- 
liery started up, but only one operating was 
able to muster a full complement of men. 
Several of the collieries after starting work 
had to suspend because of the lack of 
men. 

Up to this writing there has not been a 
single case of violence reported. 

Many .of the mines that have started 
shorthanded will probably shut down dur- 
ing the day. 

It was conservatively estimated this 
morning that nearly 8000 men of the 16.000 
in this district started work. today. Com- 
mittees of union men were on duty early 
at nearly every workings in the district 
endeavoring to persuade those men who 
had decided to work to reconsider and not 
go into the mines. Trouble was expected 
at the Cojerain mine today, but nothing 
— occurred to disturb the peace of that 
piace, 

The miners from McAéddo are trying hard 
to get the men at Coleraine to quit and 
a committee was sent there before starting 
time this morning for that purpose. There 
was some hesitation on the part of a lot 
of the Colerain men, but when the whistle 
blew at 7 o'clock they marched into the 
mines. The collieries at that place are 
working shorthanded, however. 

The C. B. Markle collieries at Jeddo, 
Highland and Oakdale, employing 2200 men. 
started work this morning shorthanded. 
Great efforts were made last night by 
United Mine Workers’ officials to bring 
these men out, but they failed. The Markle 
mine at Kbervale, however, employing 200 
men, did not make any attempt to start. 

The only mines on the north side which 
started with the full number of men were 
Lattimer, Harwood and Pond Creek. The 
officials of these mines had notified their 
employes that if they did not report for 
duty today the operations would be sus- 
pended indefinitely. 

The Coxe mines at Drifton, 
Reaver Meadow, on the ecouth etde 
same company's operatives at Ogeida, Der- 
rirger and Gowen on the west side, are 
working, but not one of them full-handed. 
Thev are not strongly organized. 

At the Lehigh Valley Coal Co.'s washertes 
an attempt was made to start work, but the 
non-appearance of the breaker boys pre- 
vented if 

The A. Pardee colleries at Cranberry and 
Crystal Ridge, employing 835 men, started 
short handed, as did also the M. 8S. Kem- 
merer mine at Sandy Run. 

Among the big mines that did not attempt 
to start were those of the Leh'gh & Wilkes- 
barre Co... at Audenreid: J. 8. Wentz & Co., 
at Silver Brook, the Dodson mine at SH- 
ver Brook. and the A. 8.
